Te use his own type of 
argument Mr. Mallett has 
failed to show us why he 
thinks unqualified teachers 
are “competently” fulfilling 
the teacher shortage—in fact, 
he even puts “competently” in 
inverted commas. This surely 
expresses some doubts on the 
matter. 

In telling us that he would 
refuse to take his cat to cer. 
tain qualified doctors and den. 
tists, he is merely telling us 
that he has a high regard 
for his cat and a low regard 
for certain doctors and den. 
tists. The real point surely 
must be: Would he take his 
children to an unqualified 
doctor? If he wouldn't, why 
would he be prepared to send 
his children to an unqualified 
teacher? Most parents would 
surely want the assurance 
that the family doctors, den. 
tists and teachers are profess. 
ionally qualified as I have 
already pointed out, 100 per 
cent. of Victoria’s doctors are 
fully qualified as are 100 per 
cent. of our dentists, plumbers, 
etc. Why then should we be 
satisfied that only 82 per 
cent, of our State secondary 
teachers are qualified. 

I admire Mr. Mallett’s un. 
questioning faith in the Edu. 
cation Department’s ability to 
assess the extent te which 
each unqualified teacher has 
reached “a fairly high degree 
of competence.” His faith is 
not shared by large numbers 
of educational experts, inclu. 
ding the Education Depart. 
ment’s own head masters and 


& 





teachers. Nor is it shared by 
manhy very worried parents. 


The comments on the 
“affluence” of the teaching 
profession would appear to be 
based on Mr. Mallett’s ideas 
of “affluence.” Teachers 
whom I know have given me 
a very convincing case that 
they are far from “affluent.” 
From my personal observa. 
tion, I believe them. 

When I suggested subsidised 
housing I had in mind two 
things. One that these people 
would aid our community in 
vocation and secondly through 
their relationship. The small 
personal financia) gain is not 
the main aspect.
